Pensacola 
to Chicago

to Miami. But there is very little dif- 
ference in the distance. 
A land trip 


from one end of Florida to the other is 
as long as from the lakes to the gulf. 
A citizen of Maine who makes up his

may get on the

Connecti- 
cut, New York, New Jersey,
